He was an engineer for two years and 
has been at a number of mikes during 
the last three years. 

Ted got his start as a d.j. at WOCB 
in West Yarmouth on the Cape. He has 
worked in Massachusetts, Pennsylvania 
ard Rhode Island and has been at 
WKBR for ten months.
